Is postcd nt Plng Tnltsr.c, which Is about
twenty-four mlles to the east of tho
Yental Railway statlon, and that another
force of cavalry occuples the town of,
Heilingchal to tho northward of Plng
Taltsze. Other bodles of cavalry. wllh
artillery, are Iocntod at HuangshaiiHn,
on the. eastern road out of Mukden, na,
well as ln the nclghborhood of Yumentz-
sushan, which is occupiod hy tho Japa¬
nese. Some detachmonts of Russian cav¬

alry are pnsted at Fanchl. Kushu, Tul
nnd Menhukutun, along tho railroad be¬
tween Yental nnd Mukden and are ap-
parently keeplng ln touch with and shur-
ii.g tho Japanese.
Another report received from the head-

quartors of the Manchuria armles tcllflj
of tho pltiable conditlons of rion-comhat-
ahts In the Lino Yang. Whllo the Rus-
sians wro holdlng the dcfcnso works close
to the walls of JJao Yang they prohibit¬
ed tho removal of oombatnnts from tho
clty, and consequently many wero killed
or wounded. Dr. A. M. Wostwater, a well
auiown BriClsh odlcal mis.iionary nl)
Lino Yang, Is nt present shelterlng 200
wounded non-combatants nnd feedlng nnd
nursing many more.
An nddltional report from tho army

headquarters concerning dum-dum bul-
lets says:
"Among the Russian munltlons caplured

at Lino Yung are two klnds of dum-duni
bullets, which very much rosemblo those
mado for tho Russian rlfio of tho lSlU
type. They do not, however, fit this rlflo
oxnctly. Wo made search for rlfles which
could havo fired these bullets, but failed
to flnd tl/am."
